AT the parliament begun and holden at Weft- 
minfter, the tenth day of November, An- 
no Dom. 1 747, in the twenty fir ft year of the reign 
of our fovereign Lord George the Second, by the 
grace of God, of Great Britain, France, and Ire- 
land, King> defender of the faith, &c. And from 
thence continued by fever al prorogations to the fix-

CAP. I. 

An aff for reducing the fever al annuities, which now carry 
m intereft after the rate of four pounds per centum per 
annum, to the fever al rates of intereft therein mentioned. 

Mofi gracious Sovereign, 

WHEREAS thtre is now due and owing from the public 
to the proprietors of certain annuities payable at the receipt 
tfkisMaje/iy's exchequer, the futn of three hundred and- twelve thou* 
find pounds i and to the corporation of the governor and company of 
tbt bank of England, in their own right, the fum of eight millions 
fiur hundred eighty fix tboufand eight hundred pounds ; and to the 
Proprietors of certain annuities transferable there, the fum of eighteen 
millions four hundred two thoufand four hundred feventy two pounds, 
and ten pence ; and to the corporation of the united company of merchants 
*/" England trading to the Eaft Indies, the fum of three millions two 
widred thoufand pounds ; and alfo to the governor and company of 
merchants of Great Britain trading to the South Seas, and other 
pert* of America, and for encouraging the fijhsry, commonly called 
the South Sea Company, in their own right, and for the ufe and 
law/it of the proprietors of the annuities, commonly called the Old 
Sooth Sea Annuities, and New South Sea Annuities, the fum of

Mojeftfs reign glorious to pofterity, as the leffening the publick debts

notices, and claufes of redemption, which their refpeclive four per 
cents are now liable to, Jball in lieu of their prefent interefl be in- 
titled unto, and receive an interefl of four pounds per centum per 
annum //*// the twenty fifth day of December, one thoufand feven 
hundred and fifty ; ana from and after the faid twenty fifth day of

depthening* repairing* extending* maintaining* and improving the 
haven and piers of Great Yarmouth ; and for depthening and mak- 
ing more navigable the frueral rivers emptying themfelves at the faid 
town ; and alfo for preferring jhips* wintering in the faid haven* 
from accidents by fire ) the feveral duties* granted by the faid aft 
made in the ninth year of his faid late Majefty* s reign* for the pur- 
pofes therein mentioned* were revived and made payable* from the 
twenty fourth day of June, one thoufand feven hundred and forty 
feven* for and during the term of two years* and from theme to the 
end of the then next feffion of parliament : and whereas the faid du- 
ties* revived and made payable as aforefaia\ have not been fufficient 
for the effectual reparation and improvement of the faid haven and 
piers* which (notwithflanding very great fums of money have already

improvement of the faid navigation, that a quay or wharf, with other 
conveniencies, Jhould be built and creeled on the fcuth weft fide of the 
faid river, and that buoys /bould be placed at the entrance into the faid 
river, and other parts thereof, and fond marks eretted, for guiding 
and directing /hips and veJJ'els to and from the faid town \ and that a 
place of fafety Jhould be made for the harbouring and protection of the 
/hipping at or near the mouth of the faid river \ which would tend 
not only to the prefervation and fecurity of /hips trading to and from 
the faid town, but alfoof his Majeflfs /hips of war, and other vffftls y 
that /bould put in there byftrefs of weather, or otherivife : and where- 
as the reverend James Fenton doclor of laws, vicar of the parijb 
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thvrcb 0/*Lancafter, and in the diocefe of Chefter, is in right of the 
faid church feifed of and in divers parcels of land and ground herein 
after -mentioned and defcribed, which are very commodioufty and con- 
veniently filiated for the purpofes afore-mentioned ; and the right re- 
verend Samuel lord bijbop of Chefter, the ordinary, Edward Mar- 
ton efquire, the patron or owner of the advowfon of the vicarage of

An acl for affigning a place proper for holding a market in 
tbt city of Weftminfter, in lieu of tbt ancient market place 
called the Round Woolftaple ; and for regulating the faid 
market. 

WHEREAS the market for the city of Weftminfter, hath, 
from ancient times, been held from or under the dean and 
thapter of the collegiate church of Saint Peter, Weftminfter, by 
their Uffee, of the office of keeper and fweeper of the faid market ', in 
a place called the Round Woolftaple, in the parijh of Saint Mar- 
garet, in the faid city of Weftminfter; which market place hath been 
lately pur chafed by the commiffioners conjlituted and appointed by di- 
vers jlatutes for building a bridge crofs the river Thames, from the 
Woolftaple, or thereabouts, in the parijh of Saint Margaret, Weft- 
minfter, to the oppofite fare in the county of Surry, for the fum of 
eight hundred and forty pounds ; and the faid ground hath been con- 
verted by the faid commiffioners to the publick ufe of widening the 
Jlretts leading to and from the faid bridge, according to the dircclions 
of the faid flatutes : and whereas it is neceffary for the accommodation 
of the inhabitants of the faid city of Weftminfter, that the faid mar- 
ket Jhould be held in fame other convenient place ; and the mojl conve- 
nient place for that pwpofe is within the bounds and limits hereafter 
defcribed ; that is to fay, between the place called the Broad Sanc- 
tuary, in the parijh of Saint Margaret in the faid city of Weftmin- 
fter, and Bow Street in the faid parijh : and whereas the ground and 
foil within the faid limits, or thegreatefl part thereof is the freehold 
ef the faid dean and chapter, and by them leafed out for terms of years 
to their tenants ; and that the faid dean and chapter would be willing 
and defirouSyfcr the accommodation of the inhabitants of the faid city 9 
that the faid fum of eight hundred and forty pounds ffiould be applied 
in buying in Juch leafes or terms of years as are out-Jlanding, and in 
pur chafing Juth other efiates as nvght be neceffary for hiding the faid 
market within the faid limits, in cafe Juch application of the faid money 
was not refirained by the faid ads of parliament made for the building 
the faid bridge, whereby the faid money is direcled to be laid out in the 
pur chafe of efiates in feefimple: and whereas other difficulties may a- 
rife in the purchafe of fuch ground as may be neceffary for hdding the 
faid market, within the limits aforejaid, by rcajon of legal difubilities 
which the owners or occupiers of Juch ground may be under to difpofe 
of the fame to the faid dean and chapter for the purpofes aforejaid; 
which difficulties cannot be removed but by authority of parliament ; 
be it therefore enacted, tsfc. 

Tbc conyiiiffioncrs may extend the limits of the new market within the 
open fpace of the Broad fcan&uary, lb far as a line from the gateway of 
Green'* Alley, to the front of the houfe on rhe taft of the way from the 
Broad Sanctuary into the Little Sanctuary, will admit.

rous ; and whereas by taxing down the feveral hcufes or tenements, 
ftalls, and buildings aforefaid, the faid flrcets will be greatly opened, 
and rendered much more commodious for the pajfage of carriages and 
foot pajfengers, and for the holding and keeting the fairs and markets, 
and carrying on the trade and bufinefs of the J aid city \ and the own- 
ers of fuch houfes or tenements, Jfails, and buildings, or the greateft 
part of them, are willing to fell and difpofe of the Jame, in order that 
they may be taken down for the purpefes aforefaid: but as feveral of 
the faid houfes or tenements, ftalls, and buildings, and the Jite and foil 
of the jame refpeclively, belong to, and are the eftates ana property of 
ecclefiajlual and other incorporated bodies, femes covert, infants, and 
others* who by law are dij'abled to make an abfolute fale and convey- 
ance thereof in fee-ftmple, the fame cannot be applied and dijpefed cf 
j'or the purpofes afore faid without the aid and authority of parliament ;

for keeping the faid road in repair for the future) a new road is 
now opened through the parijbes of Saint Mary Magdalen Bermond- 
fey, Saint Mary Rotherhi the, and Saint Nicholas and Saint Paul 
Deptford, for the better convenience of bis Majeflfs fubjecls in paf- 
fing and repajfing to and from London Bridge, and the places before- 
mentioned: and whereas the accefs to fuch new road, through the faid' 
parijb of Saint John, is now very dangerous in the night-time* for 
want of proper lights* and a well regulated watch ; and whereas a 
proper provifion for that purpofe would not only be a great fecurity to

An acl for making more effeftual feveral ails of parliament 
paffedfor cleanfing and making navigable the channel from 
the Hithe at Colchefter to Wivenhoe in the county of 
EfTex and for repairing and cleanfing the ftreets and 
lanes of the town of Colchefter. 

WHEREAS by an aft of parliament faffed in the ninth and 9 * 10 W.3, 
tenth years of the reign of his late majefty King William the c. 19. 
Third, intituled. An act for cleanfing and making navigable the 
channel from the Hithe at Colchefter to Wivenhoe, feveral duties 
were granted and made payable, for goods, wares, and merchandizes, 
that Jbsuld be brought in and to the faid channel, andfhould be landed 
at, or Jhipped from Wivenhoe or the New Hithe in Colchefter 
ahrefaid, or between either of the faid places, for the term of twenty 
we years, for the ufes and purpofes in the faid ad mentioned-, and 
feveral powers were thereby given unto and vefted in the mayor, al- 
dermen, affftants, and common council of the town and borough of 
Colchefter only, for appointing collectors and general receivers of the 
[aid duties, and for recovering and getting in the fame, in fuch man- 
ner as in the faid aft is particularly mentioned ; which faid aft, and 
all the powers and authorities thereby given, and one moiety or half- 
part of the duties thereby granted and made payable ( except upon corn 
end grain) were, by another aft pa fled in the fifth year of the reign 
of his late majefty King George the Firjl, continued in force until 
the firft day of May, one thoufand /even hundred and forty ; and 
further power was thereby given to the faid mayor and commonalty of 
Colchefter only, for recovering the fame duties : and whereas by 
another aft pofed in the thirteenth year of the reign of his prefent 
Majefty, intituled, An act for further enlarging the term granted nGcp.^c.jo. 
by an act parted the ninth and tenth years of the reign of King 
jfcliiam the Third, For cleanfing and making navigable the channel 
from the Hithe at Colchefter to Wivenhoe ; and for making the 
faid act, and another act of the fifth year of the reign of his late 
majefty King George the Firft, For enlarging the term granted by

WHEREAS by an ail of parliament made and pafted in the nGco.i.c.33. 
twelfth year of the reign of his late majejiy King George the 
Firft, intituled, An act for relief of the fuitors of the high court 
of Chancery ; after reciting ( among/} other things ) That Fleetwood 
Dormer, and John Borrett, efquircs, both deceafed, formerly ma- 
fter s of the faid court, and Richard Godfrey, and Edward Conway, 
efqaires, then mafter s of the fame court, had been deficient in anfwer - 
ing the money and effetls ordered by the court into their hands, and 
which deficiency, after deducting what jhould be made and produced 
out of the eftates and effects of the faid deficient mafter s, and the fum 
6f thirty thoufand pounds given by his Majcfty, on the addrefs of the 
houfe of commons, towards the relief of the faid fuitors, amounted, ac- 
cording to the then computation \ to the fum of fifty one thoufand eight 
hundred fifty one pounds, nineteen /hillings, and eleven pence farthing, 
beftdes feveral other claims on the offices of four of the faid deficient 
mqflers remaining, and which, if allowed, would greatly increafe the

Surveyors may dig 
gravel in wafte grounds, &c. without paying for the fame; levelling the 
pits.

Perfons neglecting to treatTbr the falc of fucfr 
lands, rruftees may affefii the recompence, by a jury. The recompenea 
charged on the monies granted by parliament for making the road.

pit coal, iron and other goods and commodities, for the publick good 
of the faid counties, whereby the trade in thofe parts bath been very 
much inlarged and increafed: and whereas frequent difputes hove 
arifen between the owners and proprietors of the faid navigation, and 
the perfons navigating thereupon, touching the rates of tonnage of 
coal, and other goods and merchandize carried thereon ; for remedy

WHEREAS the immoderate drinking of diflilled fpirituous 
liquors by perfons of the mcaneft and lowejl Jbrt, hath of late

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years increafed, to the great detriment of the health and morals of the 
common people ; and the fame hath in great meafure been owing to the 
number of perfons who have obtained licences to retail the fame, un- 
der pretence of being diftillers^ and of thofe who have prefumed i* 
retail the fame without licence, more efpecially in the cities of Lon- 
don and Wcftminfter, the borough of Southwark, and other places 
within the weekly bills of mortality , contrary to the good and whole- 
fame laws heretofore made for preventing thereof : and whereas we 
your Majefty* s dutiful and loyal fubjeds the commons of Great Bri- 
tain in parliament affembled, ever attentive to the prefervation and 
health of your Majefty' s fubjecls, have taken this great evil into our 
ferious confederation, and propofed fuch laws and provijions as appear 
to us to be mo ft likely to put a flop to the fame ; but it may fo happen* 
that in confequence of the necejfary regulations for that purpoft, there 
may accrue a failure or deficiency in the refpeclive funds to which the,

three-, andalfo from the faid twenty fourth day of Tune feventeen 
hundred and thirty two, to the twenty fourth day of June feventeen 
hundred and eighty three, the feveral duties therein mentioned Jhould 
be refpeclively anfwered and paid to the bailiffs and burgejfes of Scar- 
borough aforefaid, and their fucceffors, as they in common council of-
